UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS. 


Labor Unions Oppose the Work of a 
Colonization Society. 


SPRINGFIELD, ., Jan. 18.—Some time ago 
the Illinois Russian Colonization Society was 
incorporated with headquarters in this city. 
The society asserts its objectin the assist- 
ance of worthy Russian immigrants to finda 
home upon farm lands purchased by the «s- 
sociation, and the names of Senator John M. 
Palmer, ex Gov. Oglesby and other promi- 
nent citizens appeared on the list of mer po- 
rators, although these gentlemen have no 
active connecti with the association. The 
work of soliciting subscriptions to the stock 
is in the handsofa committee headed by 
Rabbi Rubenstein, a prominent Hebrew of 
this city, and the work has been vigorously 
pushed. However some of the labor organi- 
zations of the city aver thatthe association 
isa menace totheir interests, and that it 
— — to Dring into the country a class of 
Mmigrants who wlll compete with them in 
their several fields, or in other words that it 
is a cover for the importation of cheap labor. 
They are agitating the matter and will dis- 
cuss it in their unions, and just now the 
prospect is that afight will be made against 
the colonization society on this ground. 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT AGAINST IT.

JACK THE SLASHER. 


New York’s Knife Fiend Caught at His 
Work. 


ARRAIGNED IN THE TOMBS POLICE 
COURT THIS MORNING. 


The Knifer’s’ Brother Also Arrested and 
Held— Both Have Been Inmates of In- 
> gane Asylums—A Farmer’s Wife Mur- 
dered — Wholesale Horsethieving — A 
Child Forcibly Abducted—Other Crimes 


New Ton, Jan. 18.—Henry G. Dowd, alias 
Jack the Slasher,’’ was arraigned in the 
Tombs Police Court this morning before Jus- 
tice Duffy, charged with cutting the throat of 
Wm, Muller, in front of 90 James street, early 
yesterday morning. Dowd in answer to the 
charge pleaded self-defense, saying Muller 
had pushed against him and he cut him. He 
explained having the razor in his possession 
by saying that he had shaved himself on Sat- 
urday nightand inadvertently put the razor 
in his pocket—he denied having cut other 
men besides Muller, saying This is the only 
man lever came in contact with. Justice 
Duffy then held him without dall for exami- 
nation Thursday. All throughout the pro- 
ceedings Dowd maintained a stolid indiffer- 
ence. He says he is 38 years of age, and that 
he was born in Liverpool. 

John Dowd, the brother of the alleged 
**‘Slasher,’’ was also arraigned in the Tombs 
Police Court this morning. He said that he 
called every day atthe room of his brother, 
and that twenty years ago his brother Henry 
had been committed to the Flatbush Asylum, 
but bad not been kept there long. He had 
also been in the Ridgewater Asylum and on 

he Isiand for five years and that he knew his 

rother was a little off’’ at times. John 
Dowd acknowledged that he was distracted 
by religious matters and was proud of it. 
Justice Duffy committed bim to the care of 
the Commissioner of Charities and Correc- 
tion. 

Dowd was arrested here yesterday miorn - 
ing. He is thought to be the person who 
has cut a numberof drunken men lately, 
and who kilied Lawyer John Carson of Balti- 
more last Friday. Seven mon im all had been 
cut since Dec. 9. The police have been vigl- 
lantiy watching for the mysterious as- 
sassin and kept the city in the vicin- 
ity whore the cuttings were done patrolled 
by numbers of police in citizens’ clothes and 
detectives. About 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Policeman Wm. H. Masterson of the Oak 
Street Station was standing at the corner of 
New Bowery and New Chambers street, when 
he noticed a man on the opposite side of 
the street slouching along. Presently a man, 
who was very drunk, came in sight on Roose- 
velt street. he man whom the policeman 
bad first noticed walked towards the drunken 
man at a littie faster gait.

The 
fleeing stranger was caught at New Cham- 
bers and James streets and taken to the 
Oak Street Station. The drunken 
man's name is Wuliam Miller. 
The prisoner, it is stated, at first admitted 
cutting the man and then denied it.

MONTT’S DILEMMA.

Chili’s President Dare Not Apologize 
to the United States. 


HE WANTS PEACE, BUT FEARS ANOTHER 
REVOLUTION. 


The Temper of the Chilian People Pre- 
cludes an Immediate Compliance With 
Harrison’s Demand— Further Delay 
Urged—Signs of Coming War at the 
Navy Department—The Controversy. 


WasuiInoton, D. O., Jan. 18.—Sepor Montt 
has within the past week received several 
confidential messages from the President of 
Chili, in which the political complications 
that have arisen since the inauguration of 
ti new government have been set forth at 
some length and the Minister was urged to 
use every legitimate means to induce the 
United states to withhold the ultimatum 
which President Harrigon is said to have 
been preparing. President Montt’s govern- 
ment was elected to supersede the Junta. 
The rule of the provisional government, 
though lacking in many qualities of states- 
manship, was nevertheless immensely popu- 
lar. The congressional party had withdrawn 
from the capital of the nation, and with 
nothing but such resources as the 
nitrate beds in Northern Chili 
afforded had conducted a successful 
military and naval campaign, which ended 
in the complete route of the Balmacedists. 
Elated by their success, the Congressionalists 
felt that Chill was able to cope with almost 
any enemy she might encounter. Senor 
Mat ta, until lately Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
penned the bellicose reply to President Har- 
rison’s diplomatic note asking reparation for 
the assault upon the sajiors of the Baltimore. 
This was the first of a series of ill-considered 
acts which bave brought about the present 
strained relations between the two Govern- 
ments. Its tone was applauded in Chili and 
the popularity of the Junta was augmented 
by the very indiscreet act of its bot-heated 
Foreign Minister. Senor Pereira, who suc- 
ceeded Senor Matta, is much more conserva- 
tive and isin hearty sympathy with Presi- 
dent Monttin his desire to bring about a 
peaceful termination of the controversy. He 
is hampered, however, by the knowledge 
that his predecessor had the support of the 
Chilian people in hig aggressive course, and 
the fear that any act repudiating Senor 
Matta’s performances will bea signal for a 
general Gemonstration of disapproval that 
might result in the breaking up of the new 
Cabinet, if not a revolution. 

The President of Chili has pointed out the 
necessity of acquainting Secretary Blaine of 
the facts in some unomeial way which will 
neither commit the Chilian Government or 
abate any of its dignity. Minister Montt has 
very diplomatically madethese matters clear 
to Secretary Blaine and it is largely to this 
account that the Secretary has used all the 
influence at his command to induce the Preg- 
ident to withhold his message to Congress 
suggesting an ultimatum until such a timeas 
Chili can make a reply satisfactory to the 
United States without endangering the tenure 
of the present Chilian Government. Senor 
Montt has not contented himself with laying 
these facts before Secretary Blaine. He has 
imparted them to various public men with 
whom he has conversed on the subject, and 
it is likely that President Harrison will find 
thata thorough understanding of the situa- 
tion is already enjoyed by many members 
when his message reaches the House,

THEIR SHIPMENT FROM MONTEVIDEO NOT AN 
INDICATION OF WAR. 


WasuiInoTon, D. C,, Jan. 18.—Mr. George 
Asta-Burnaga, who was Charge d' Affaires of 
the Chilian Legation in Washington during 
Balmaceda’s Administration, gives some in- 
teresting information in regard to the lot .of 
100 torpedoes shipped to Chili, which Admiral 
Walker cabled from Montevideo were on 
the way to their destination. This heavy 
shipment of torpedoes was generally taken 
as an indication of Chili’s preparations for 
war and an evidence that she is getting ready 
to fight the United States. Mr. Asta-Burnaga 
asserts pusitively that these torpedoes 
were ordered by Balmaceda during his su- 
premacy and paid for by money shipped from 
Chili on a British man-of-war, which was the 
occasion of so much excitement. They were 
intended for operations against the insurg- 
ents and not against the United States. The 
former Charge d' Affaires knows whereof he 
speaks, as he was cognizant of the negotia- 
tions for the torpedoes when they were on 
their way. 

While he deprecates war, he says that the 
Chillans will ight tothe last if hostility has 


once begun.

At Chicago it was 
22 above, but getting colder, at Kansas City, 
2 below; at Omaha, 14 below and at Keokuk, 
4 below. The coldest in Missouri was 12 be- 
low in the northwestern portion of the State. 
About three inches of snow has fallen in St. 
Louis since last night and it is still snowing. 

The coldest weather in the United States 
last night was.40 deg. below Zero, in the 
northern part of Minnesota and North 
Dakota. The coldest weather ever recorded 
by the United States Signal Service in this 
country, outside of Alaska, was 63.056 below 
zero at Poplar River Agency several winters 
ago.

A story told to the Coroner this morning 
gives season to suspect foul play in the death 
of William J. Sproule, whose body was found 
buried in tne ice of the river yesterday morn- 
ing at the foot of Biddle street. Sproule was a 
single man, 26. years of age, and was em- 
ployed as salesman in the store of the Samuel 
O. Davis Dry Goods Co., Broad and 
Washington avenue. He was boarding with 
a friend at 1426 Lucas place. He drew fils 
salary of $23 last Saturday evening, and his 
friends at the store and at his boarding- house 
did not see himagain until yesterday when 
they identified his dead body at the ; Morgue. 

FINDING OF THE BODY. 

Yesterday morning shortly gfter 1 
o’clock, Mr. J. Skinner, who Ives 
at 221 South Leffingwell avenue, was 
walk along the Levee and about the foot 
of B @ street noticed something odd- 
looking sticking out of the ice about one hun- 
dred and fifty feet from shore. On closer 
observation he saw it was a man’s head and 
shoulders. The arms were outspread and 
frozen to the ice around. Mr. Skinner imme- 
diately notified the police and a detach- 
ment of men under Capt. Joyce with 
A xoes and ropes hurried down to the river. 
The ice was thin and rotten for some dis- 
tance from shore because of a sewer, which 
enters near there, but the body was fi y 
reached. It was found necessary to literally 
chop the body from the ice in Which it was

BATTLE WITH A MOOSE. 


Indian Hunters Killea by the 


Wounded Animal. 


WINNEPEG, MAN., Jan. 17.—Aman who has 
justcome here from Rat Portage, Minn., 
tells of a desperate fight made by a wounded 
moose with two Indians and the killing of the 
latter by the animal. The Indians were hunt- 
ing near the Lake of the Woods and came 
across a band of moose, consisting of an old 
bull, and a cow and two calves. The Indians 
were armed with old guns and knives. One 
shot at the dull and hit the animal in 
the sheulder, wounding him in such 
a manner that he could not run fast. They 
ran after him, firing again and again, but 
with no success, untilat last the moose turned 
on them, and as they had followed close they 
had little time to get out of his 
wa The moose rushed at the 
Indians and one of them, as he turned to get 
away, tripped on a root and fell at the feet of 
the enfaged brute. He at once trampled and 
cut the man with his hoofs in a terrible man- 
ner and did not leave him until life was ex- 
tinct. Meanwhile the other Indian was do- 
ing all in his 2 to save his companion 
and was stabbing the moose with his knife, 
having 4 — the gun as — ,. K useless,

When the moose had satisfied its rage pon 
the man that was down, it turned upon the 
other and threw him upon the eart&,where it 
attacked him just as savagely as it "had his 
companion, and soonthe second Indian was 
dead also. They were missed by their com- 
panions and a party came up just as the man 
was dead and the animal felltothe earth ex- 
hausted fromthe many wounds which had 
been made by the knife of the last victim. 
The moose was one of the largest ever seen in 
this part of the country and stood fully ten 
feet high to the top of its antlers.
